New York, Feb. 5.—The Academy of 


Music was crowded from pit^o dome 
last night with men and women, who 
cheered Maud Gonne in her bitter de- 
nunciation of England's policy in South 
Africa. 
Miss Gonne did not Confine 


her remarks against England! in her 
war with the Boe"-s, but in no uncertain 
terms told her htJirers that now is the 
time for Irishmen to strike an effective 
blow, an'l throw off the shackles that 
have bound them for more than 700 
years. 


"England's difficulty is Ireland's op- 


portunity, and if you are men, having 
the freedom of Ireland at heart, now is 
your time," she declared, amid the 
plaudits of the gathering that cheered 
itse-lf hoarse. 
She said in part: 


"One 
of the greatest crimes the world 


has ever witnessed is being perpetrated 
in South Africa by England today. 
Actuated, as she always has been, for 
the acquisition of territory, and a lust 
for gold, England, the robber nation 
of the world, has brought want, woe 
and desolation to the unoffending white 
races in South Africa 
The history of 


England is a long anfl shameless record 
of cruelty and hypocrisy. 
It mat- 


ters not what nation England is at war 
with, right or wrong, it is Ireland's duty 
to oppose, thwart and hinder her at 
every step. 
America knows but too 


well the lies and the calumnies that 
were cast out against her by England 
when she tried to make permanent her 
foothold on American soil. 
Today she 


is your vanquished tyrant. 


"I say it is only a coward that would 


stand idly by and unmoved watch the 
terrible crime. 
To the poor Boers it ia 


a matter of life or death. 
They can- 


not stand by and see'the invader drain 
away the life of the country and see 
the people destroyed, like we Irish have 
been. 


"We know that tbt> Boers are right 


when they refuse to peirmlt their wealth 
to be drained away. 
They say th°y 


will fight and conquer, or' die. 
In, 


this war Kngland has violated all the 
rights of civilized warfare. 
It was 


said in London at the commencement 
of the conflict that the Boers would re- 
ceive the same treatment aa did the 
poor Dervishes, that la, they intended 


beforehand to murder the wounded and 
the dying, and the sick on the battle- 
filed." 


Speaking on the treatment 
of the 


Borr s'ck and wounded, Miss Gonne 
read lengthy extracts from letters sent 
by English officers and soldiers at the 
seat of war describing inhuman treat- 
ment meted out to the sick soldiers of 
the Boer army that had fallen into their 
hands. 
Turning from this, Miss Gonne 


said: 


"It is a great pleasure to us to know 


that there is an Irish brigade fighting 
for Kruger. 
It was organized by John 


McBride, and is today in command of 
Colonel Blake. 
There Is another Irish 


brigade fighting for the common enemy, 
wearing her uniform as a badge of their 
servitude. 
Colonel Blake's brigade 


was, we are told, 1500 at first, and now it 
is 3000 strong, many of the new recruits 
being Irish and Irish-Americans. It is 
indeed pleasing to know that the pas- 
sages of many of them were paid to 
the front by the Queen of England. 


"Irishmen, what are you doing both 


at home and abroad in this critical mo- 
ment of English difficulty? 
This is the 


time to strike if you over will'or want to 
strike. 
What are you doing, men of 


Ireland? 
The spirit ot the people in 


Ireland is iipe, and" the flags of the 
Transvaal have been borne- everywhere, 
while the union jack has been torn from 
its fastenings everywhere. 
Today the 


government dare not let any of the 
Irish troops pass through the streets of 
Dublin on their way to the Transvaal. 


"In every meeting that I attended 


in Ireland, I advised the young men of 
the country that it was treason for a 
man to wear England's red cloth of 
shame, ar.d today the recruiting officers 
are scouring the workhouses for re- 
cruits. 
The Boors have today de- 


stroyed, and forever too, the vnunted 
boast of England as a fighting nation. 
The le?son taught in this fight by the 
brave Boers ought to bo a lesson to 
Irishmen, and that is that liberty can 
never be won without Iocs of blood. The 
present crisis simply demonstrates that 
the beginning of the end of England is 
at hand. 
Your mother Ireland still 


holds out to you the hand of hope, for, 
fellow countrymen, has not Ireland been 
the land of sorrow long enough?"

The only persons present at his death- 
bed we>. e Mr. Goebel's sister, Mrs. Brau- 
nacker, and his brother, Arthur Goebel 
of Cincinnati, w'no have been in con- 
stant attendance at Mr. Goebel's bed- 
side. Justus Goebel, another brother, 
\vho had bsen hurrying from Arizona as 
fast as steam would carry him, arrived 
40 minutea after 
Governor 
Goeibel's 


death. 


Oxygen was frequently administered 


to the dying: man during the afternoon 
in an effort to k«ep him alive until his 
brother's arrival, but 
In vain. The 


train on which Justus Goebel was travel- 
Ing was delayed several hours from 
various causes. Among- bitter partisans 
of both partl&s deep grief is manifested, 
and, already a movement has been 
started to erect a monument to Mr. 
Goebel's memory on the spot in the 
state house grounds where he was shot. 


Mr. Goebsl's condition Friday night 


and well Into Saturday morning was 
considered so much Improved that for 
the first time since he was shot hopes 


Mr. Beckhum has appointed General 


John B. Castlenmn 
of Louisville ad- 


jutant general ot the state. 


Mr. Goebel was born in Pennsylvania, 


but removed when a child of 4 years 
with his pan-nts to Covington, Ky., 
where he had lived ever since. 
He re- 


ceived his schooling in 
the 
public 


schools of Covington, and then read lft.w 
with ex-Governor Stevenson. 
He 


showed such marked ability that Gov- 
ernor Stevenson made him his law 
partner, and this partnership was con- 
tinued until the death of the- governor, 
who made Mr. Goebel executor of his 
large estate without bond. 


Ex-Secretary of the Treasury Car- 


lisle was so impressed with the ability 
of Mr. Goebel that he formed- a part- 
nership with him, which lasted a num- 
ber of yeais, and was only terminated 
when the gifted Kentuckian was made 
secretary of the treasury of the United 
States. 
With two such associates as Steven- 


son and Carlisle, it was no wonder the 
youn? attorney rose rapidly in the law, 
and it was not long up til he commanded 
a practice of 325,000 a year.

Military experts think that he must 


have got the greater part of his troops 
across the river during the night, and 
that probably severe skirmishing took 
place on Saturday. 


On Sunday he must have penetrated 


to the outlying defenses of the Baers, 
and by this time it Is believed that he 
must be etxgaged in a terrific struggle to 
drive through the Boer positions. 


There is hope once more in Ladysmith. 


The latest dispatches state that the gar- 
rison had heard on Saturday and Stfh- 
day the sound of Bailer's guns as they 
hurled shell and shrapnel into the Boer 
positions, and they were much rejoiced 
thereat. 


It was also noted that the Boers were 


moving another gun to aid in bombard- 
Ing th« town, but the garrison was full 
of fight and ready to sect the expected 
attack. 


The reports that the Boers are recon- 


centrating around Ladysmith are also 
an indication that preparations are be- 
ing made to resist General Buller, or for 
an. attempt at reattack upon the garri- 
son in anticipation of his advance. The 
fact, however, that no firing has been 
reported, under yesterday's date, either 
from Ladysmith or Spearman's camp 
might be interpreted 
to mean that 


either the attempt had failed or that 
General Buller had merely made a 
demonstration on Friday and Saturday. - 


Various rumors are current. One says 


that General Buller is again attacking

The ceremony took place In a small 


room on the same floor as that In which 
Mr. Goebel had died, but a few doors 
west of it. 


As acting governor, and before taking 


the oath, Mr. Beckham Issiiri'l an order 
*emovfhK Adjutant General Collier anrl 
Assistant Arljutant General Dixon, and 
directing all members of the Kentucky 
guard calk-rl to this* city by Govr-rnor 
Taylor to return to their homes at once. 
Mr. Beckham Issued a proclamation an- 
nouncing Iho death of Mr. Goebel, and 
that he had assumed the duties ot gov- 
ernor. 


Armed conflict between the civil au- 


thorities of Franklin county and the 
national guard of the state has been 
averted, and unless new causes come 
to the front there is small liklihood that 
the political situation will again become 
as threatening as it has been during 
the last 36 hours. 


Governor Taylor ordered the release 


of Alonzo Walker, for the possession 
of whom Judge Moore had declared that 
Sheriff Sutcr should swear in a posse 
and take possession of the capitol 
grounds if such an extreme measure 
should become necessary.

When the powder supply of Agulnal- 


do's insurrection began to dwindle 
from tons to kegs and the increase in 
the number of ships made extremely 
hazardous any attempt of Chinese or 
Japanese filibusters to penetrate our 
Luzon blockade, the inventiveness of 
the Filipino was called upon to replen- 
ish the empty shells of the Tagalog 
riflemen, says the 
Boston 
Globe's 


Philippine correspondent, writing from 
Iloilo under date of Dec. 16. 


In several recent engagements in Lu- 


zon the number of tumbling shots— 
that is, bullets that leave the gun 
without taking the rifling—was notice- 
able. Whenever one of these bullets 
struck a man it made a ragged, crush- 
ing wound. Its flight through the air 
could be distinguished by a tense hum- 
ming sound, resembling the noise made 
by a nail projected from a sling. After 
an engagement in which the Four- 
teenth United States Infantry took 
part, south of Manila, about ten days 
ago, Captain R. T. Yeatman of Com- 
pany B of that regiment picked up in 
one of the enemy's trenches a number 
of unexploded shells, dropped by an 
Insurgent rifleman in the excitement 
of retreat. 


Removing the bullet from a 45 cali- 


ber cartridge to examine the powder 
charge, the captain was surprised to 
find a dark brown, unglazed powder

About the time of Cap- 
tain Yeatman's discovery some one re-

When Captain Yeatman's discovery 


was made known in Iloilo, Lieutenant 
Colonel J. P. Dickman of the Twenty- 
sixth United States volunteer infantry 
and Captain Wallace Wotherspoon, 
collector of customs at this port, load- 
ed ten 45 caliber shells with match 
heads, crushed off the stick with a pa- 
per knife, and experimented for pene- 
tration. Sis of the shells were loaded 
with three grams 
rammed slightly 


and four with 2^ grams filled loose. 
The gun used was oue captured from 
the insurgents, an old Remington. 


An ammunition bos, 12 inches wide, 


with sides an inch thick, was used as 
a target the box being filled with sand. 
The terrific force of the powder was 
apparent at the first shot. The report 
was sharp, like that given out by a 
"Krag" ammunition, but louder, and 
the recoil was such that the gun al- 
most jumped from Colonel Dickman's 
grasp. The distance was 30 yards, and 
every one of the sis shots keyholed or 
hit the target side on. 


Tumbling bullets are never accurate, 


and two^out of the sis missed the am- 
munition box and excavated a three 
inch hole in a brick wall. The other 
four shots, after 
passing 
sidewise 


through an inch board, penetrated 
from 9 to ll^ inches in loose sand. The 
penetration from the four shells loaded 
with 2% grams of match powder 
was from two to three Inches less, the 
bullets tumbling the same as the oth- 
ers. 


After these experiments four shots 


were fired with black powder. 
The 


bullets took the 
rifling and flew 


straight, penetrating the wood end on, 
but failing to go as far into the sand 
.as any of the other shots fired. The 
greatest penetration with the black 
powder cartridges was eight inches in 


j the sand. That the bullets driven by 


the match head powder left the piece 
without ,'istary motion was proved by 
their kef-holiug on the target 
With 


less driving powder they would have 
flown true, as was the case with the 
bullets projected by the black powder 
charges. Unless protected by some 
hard substances, such as steel, bullets 
driven by high powdered powder will 
not take the spirallike course of the 
Inside of a rifle barrel.

The bullet used in our army gun is 


> of 30 caliber, nonlubricated, and has a 
| core of lead and tin composition, by 
| weight one part tin and 25 parts lead. 


The mantle or jacket covering is of 
cupro-nickel steel. Were a naked lead 
bullet to be fired from a "Krag" it 
would leave the muzzle without the 
screw motion necessary to keep it from 
cutting capers and imitating bumble- 
bees. 


Tbo full strength of the match bead 


powder can be determined by testing it 
with properly prepared bullets and in 
guns made strong enough to withstand 
the sudden pressure of high explosives. 
Evidently the insurgents in this Island 
have tried to overcome the tumbling of 
bullets by small powder charges. While 
tbey have load in plenty and molds to 
fashion bullets, they liave no means of 
mantling a bullet. After the fight at 
Sugar river, near Illmodion, on the 20th 
of November, I found in oue of the 
trendies a clip of live unexploded Mau- 
ser shells that bud been reloaded. The 
htil!(>.f<: w.oro without mantles, and tlio 
powder charge was so small that only 
the tip of the lead peeped out from the 
end of the shell. I handed thu clip to a 
Nineteenth infantry oilicer, saying as I 
did so: 
"That loading looks as if they were

the campaign opened in P°nay it would 
seem, that they have not yet learned 
bow to handle their newly discovered 
powder. 


There is, of COCTSC, a possibility that 


the matches from which this powder 
is made were prepared especially for 
that purpose, but no one would ever 
suspect from appearance or action that 
they are any different from the ordi- 
nary safety match of commerce. Tbey 
are made i" Japan and look and act 
like the safety match used in the Unit- 
ed States.

These matches come in tins of 120

The presi- 
dent escortod Lady Pauncefote to the 
table. Lord Pauaeefote took in Mrs. 
McKlnley. The next ranking embassn- 
dor. Baron Fava, took In the wife of 
the Mexican embassador, and to the 
Mexican c-mbassndor was assigned the 
Baroness llengelniueller. The moment 
the latter found out who her escort 
was she protested through her bus- 
band, the Austrian minister, to the 
secretary of state. A hasty consulta- 
tion took place between the president, 
the secretary of state and Colonel 
Blnghain, master of ceremonies, with 
the result that the lady from the coun- 
try which remembers Maximilian was 
taken to dinner by a diplomat of lower 
station. 
An equally satisfactory ar- 


rangement allowed the- Mexican em- 
bassador to partake of the executive 
salt beside another partner. 


These foreigners are sticklers for 


official etiquette. Embassadors did not 
attend the muslcaie at Mr. John R. 
McLean's. The Invitations stated they 
were asked to meet>Admiral and Mrs. 
Dewey. In the eyes of the diplomats 
the hero of Manila was below them in 
rank. 
An embassador who directly 


represents his sovereign can only be 
Invited to "meet" the president 


Congressman John Allen of Missis- 


sippi, who has gained a reputation dur- 
ing his long service in the house of 
representatives as a hun^rwit, is now 
giving his friends the contents of a let- 
ter recently received by him from an 
even half dozen of his constituents, 
says the Washington correspondent of 
the St Lonis Post-Dispatch. Mr. Allen 
represents what is known ns the moun- 
tain district of Mississippi, and many 
of these mountaineers do not consider 
that the government has any right to 
prevent them from converting their 
corn into whisky. -A considerable per- 
centage of the residents of these moun- 
tains earn a livelihood in the distilling 
of liquor, "moonshine" whisky more 
generally called. 


Representative Allen, who when in 


Washington affects a silk hat, sack 
coat and trousers always badly sprung 
at the knees, several days ago received 
a letter signed by half a. dozen of his 
"moonshine" constituents, ail being 
over 70 years of age, in which they 
eay: 


"We have lived peacefully in these 


mountains all our lives. 
It is very 


necessary in order to sustain life that 
we -should make our own whisky. Re- 
cently we have been much annoyed by 
revenue agents, who have been infest- 
ing our neighborhood and pestering 
about. These revenue agents are a 
Bight worse than Yankee soldiers were 
during the war. 
Now, John, if you 


can't manage to rid as of these pester- 
ing revenue men, we will be forced to 
go againet you at the polls next time." 


A few years ago the Koreans come 


to Washington in the quaintest of ori- 
ental garbs, from which they never 
deviated. They were more striking in 
appearance to American eyes than even 
the Chinese, with their gay colored 
silks. This winter, according to the 
6t Louis Globe-Democrat, the Korean 
minister is making the afternoon so- 
cial rounds hi a Prince Albert and 
striped trousers.

fluency. At a tea a few days ago the 
Koreans were among the guests. The 
eon of the minister in his American 
clothes was especially singled out for 
attention by the ladies. "How does be 
like them?" one of the Americans ask- 
ed the minister's wife. "Oh, he likes 
them very well," replied Mme. Chin 
Pom "Ze, with a. maternal glance of 
pride at the young gentleman. "He 
llkea," she continued, "all except the 
collars and the cravats."

Want to Fight For England.

In view of the telegraphed reports 


respecting the growing restlessness of 
Japan In relation to Russia and China 
and the Boer war against Great Brit- 
ain K. Hirata talked recently on the 
subject, says an Ottawa dispatch to i 
the Chicago Tribune. Mr. Ilirata, un- 
til he left Japan to make himself ac- 
quainted with the English speaking 
countries, was connected with the war 
department of Japan. Since that time 
he has been tJosely watching develop- 
ments in the far east. 
In reply to 


questions he said: 


"The Japanese people are strongly in 


sympathy with Great Britain, and the 
soldiers of Japan want to be sent to 
South Africa to fighl for the British. 
Enemies of Japan and Great Britain 
may object. 
There is no cause of 


quarrel between the Boers and Japan 
and no reason why Japan should wage 
war against the so called South Afri- 
can republics, which are defying Brit- 
ish power solely to preserve the right 
to keep the millions of the native races 
in semibondage and shut the door in 
the face of the world. 


"Japan understands clearly what the 


auti-British war means and is closely 
interested. Every intelligent soldier in 
Japan knows that Russia, France and 
Germany are at the back of the Boers 
and in a measure waging war today 
against Great Britain through the 
Boers. What they are driving at is 
clear enough to well informed Asiatics. 
It is to so weaken the military power 
of the British in South Africa that 
the strain shall compel Great Britain 
to neglect the defense of India and 
her interests in China. 


"Japan believes herself to have a 


high mission in Asia and that England 
is in this her natural ally. To bring 
the light of civilization to China is Ja- 
pan's hope. It influences all her no- 
blest and most patriotic sons. 
Eng- 


land, leader of the European nations 
in the work of* human emancipation 
and enlightenment, labors for the open 
door in China. 
Russia, France and 


Germany are secretly united In closing 
the door. 


"The United States is working on 


the same lines as Britain and Japan 
and, unfettered by European entangle- 
ments, has already moved effectively 
for the open door, and what she has 
done is regarded as an earnect of still 
more vigorous action in the time to 
come. 


"British defeat in South 
Africa 


means 
a 
Franco - Russian 
march 


through India. France and Russia are 
making every preparation for it. With 
her power strained in Africa and crip- 
pled in India, what can Great Britain 
do to oppose France, Russia and Ger- 
many in China? Nothing without Ja- 
pan. 


"Russia and France are the natural 


enemies of Japan. Our people will nev- 
er forget the injury inflicted on Japan 
at the close of the war between Ja- 
pan and China until that shameful 
wrong is rectified, and it will never be 
rectified without war. 
In that war 


Great Britain's material interests are 
inextricably involved. When the time 
comes to strike a blow at Russia, Ja- 
pan will be found ready and waiting. 
The hour seems n«ir. 


"The war in South Africa offers an 


opportunity to Japan to be of service 
to Great Britain in freeing her bands 
flpr more serious work elsewhere, 
which, willingly or otherwise, will soon 
be forced upon her. Japan, if Great 
Britain will accept her help, can send 
over 30,000 or 40,000 troops seasoned 
to mountain warfare, with whose as- 
sistance the struggle can be brought to 
a quick termination. Japan can man- 
age the transport herself. She can 
land her troops in South Africa with- 
out aid and without a hitch, and they 
will be found the right men to handle 
the Boers, establish British supremacy 
In Africa forever and leave Great Brit- 
ain free for the struggle in India. 


"Japan's military strength is suffi- 


cient to deal with Russia in China and 
permanently keep her in a position of 
inferiority and maintain Anglo-Japa- 
nese supremacy throughout China. 
There will be no more Russian dicta- 
tion over Chinese affairs after Japan 
takes up arms against Russia in China. 


"All Japan asks of Great Britain 


as an ally in war against Russia is to 
employ part of her fleet In assisting 
the Japanese fleet to protect the ports 
of Japan against the fleets of Russia 
End France and'thus enable Japan's 
entire military strength to be used for 
the recovery of Port Arthur, the oc- 
cupation of Manchuria and the over- 
throw of Russia's power In China. But 
the first thing to be done Is to free 
the hands of Great Britain In Africa 
to take up her work in India." 


Mr. Ilirata, in conclusion, comment- 


ed on the prevailing ignorance as to 
the extent and value of Japan's prep- 
arations for her coming struggle. 
He 


Insists that nearly the whole of the 
Chinese indemnity of 200,000,000 taels 
had been expended by Japan in per- 
fecting her army and navy, but more' 
particularly tire military organization, 
which he claims includes the best of 
the most modern war appliances and 
Is probably the most effective fighting 
machine in the world today for Asiatic 
purpose!.

the rose of England, the thistle of Scot- 
land and the shamrock of Ireland. 
Largely through the efforts of the late 
Colonel Elliott F. Shepard New York's 
schoolchildren at a vote taken on Arbor 
day in 1891 decided for the rose as 
against the goldem-od, a typical Ameri- 
can flower.

pine cone and tassel; Vermont, red 
clover; Rhode Island, violet; Massachu- 
setts, 
mayflower (trailing arbutus); 


Delav.-n.re, peach; Minnesota, moccasin; 
Michigan, apple; Montana, bitter root: 
Colorado, columbine; Idaho, syringa;

BOERS' CREUSOT GUNS. 


They Are Operated Under Direction 


of a Creusot Workman. 


The Boer artillery at Ladysmith con- 


sists largely of guns manufactured at 
Le Creusot and known as French 
Krupp guns. 
The Transvaal and 


Orange Free State governments placed 
a very large order some time ago with 
the Creusot people, and, although a 
certain number of guns and ammuni- 
tion were delivered, the suddenness 
with which the war broke out has pre- 
vented the delivery of an even larger 
quantity. 


The Creusot guns which the Boers 


actually have in use are of two descrip- 
tions—75 millimeters, or 3 inch land 
service-, quick firing guns, and 135 
millimeters, or 0% inch siege and garri- 
son guns. The Boer guns have been 
mounted on light carriages and have 
been especially adapted in every way 
for use in the Transvaal, great care 
having been taken to avoid trouble 
from the mud, which, in the opinion of 
the military authorities, may prove a 
disadvantage to the British artillery 
when the rains begin. 


The Boers have immense stores of 


ammunition, out of proportion to the 
number of guns they possess, and they 
have had about two months' firing 
practice under competent agents of the 
Creusot firm, so that, although by no 
means expert artillerymen, they are 
not altogether novices. 


The Gaulois says that the chief gun- 


Der of the Boers is a Frenchman named 
Fleeche, a foreman »of the Creusot 
works. lie went out to the Transvaal 
to superintend the mounting of the 
new French guns and was induced to 
enter the service of the Boers. He Is a 
most remarkable shot.

THE VARIOUS WAYS IN WHICH BILLS 


ARE CARRIED. 


LIMITED REPERTORY OF THE ST. JOE 


CORNET SAND. 


UOIT tbe Man Wlio Uces n Rubber 


Band Arouna Ills Wad Fixes Up 1IU 
Roll—Coin Crank*. Who Like to 
Handle New Money—Wealth la Ev- 
ery 1'ocket. 
A great many men have cranky Ideas 


about preparing their bills for ready 
handling. One plan is to fold each bill 
separately, keeping the deiiomiuatioua 
apart in the various divisions of thoir 
pocketboolis. This method facilitates 
the search for the desired sum wlu-u 
making a purchase. This is almost a 
sure guard against passing out a bill 
of the wong denomination. 


Then i.n-re are men who make a 


•neat roll of all their bills. The flrst is 
rolled by itself to about the size of a 
lead pencil, the nfjxt is lapped about 
It, and so on to the end. Then a rub- 
ber baud is placed about the eutiro 
lot. "\Vhen It is desired to use one of 
the bills, the rubber is removed ami 
the end of the flrst bill caught be- 
tween the thumb aud forefinger of the 
right hand while the roll is held be- 
tween the thumb and forefinger of the 
left hand. Then the bill is Quickly un- 
wound, none of the others being dis- 
turbed. 


A great many men never carry a 


pocketbook. 
One reason for this is 


that a well worn purse more easily 
slips from the pocket than a roll of 
bills. Then, again, the bulk of a pock- 
etbook Is annoying. It takes up too 
much room, especially where the pan- 
taloons are made snug. When pocket- 
books are not parried, a favorite re- 
ceptacle is the watch pockot. When 
this is used, the bills are made up into 
a little, hard bunch. TUeir presence 
is always felt against the body. In a 
crowd there is no danger of losing 
them, and when traveling with any 
considerable sum this is a safe de- 
pository. 


Some men ba™ a fud of carrying a 


lot of new bills in an envelope that is 
kept in one of the inside pockets. Now 
and then a man is found who keeps a 
few bills in ev.ery pocket. He goes on 
the theory that if he is robbed of one 
lot a sufficient amount will remain to 
last him until he reaches home. He 
starts out feeling that he is going to 
be robbed and makes provision to meet 
every possible emergency. He usually 
makes three folds of his bills and 
tucks them away in the corners of his 
pockets with extreme care. He does 
not feel surprised if he finds upou 
making an inventory after 
arriving 


home that a part of his funds has dis- 
appeared, as he expected to be robbed. 


Any number of men are found who 


keep only a little working capital in 
their trousers pockets, the bulk of their 
funds being concealed in broad, flat 
wallets in the inside pocket of their 
waistcoats. These bills are always of 
large denominations and folded once. 
When a man brings forth his reserve 
funds, it will be found that all the 
bills have a smooth, bright appear- 
ance. 
They have been with him so 


long that they are as flat as a sheet 
from a letter press. 


Very few men in this country carry 


coins in purs"S. In England pusses are 
common. The material is generally 
pigskin, but undressed kid is also used 
extensively. 
The former have two 


compartments, one for small gold coins 
and the other for silver. It is some- 
times amusing to watch a man with a 
little undressed kid bag pay his fare 
on the street cars, especially if he is 
wearing thick dogskin gloves. Only 
conductors with great patience can 
watch the proceeding with complacen- 
cy. A woman can pick out five pennies 
from beneath a. roll of bills in con- 
siderably less time than it takes tbe 
man with tbe kid purse to bring forth 
a nickel. 
One reason that the kid 


purse is not popular is because it feels 
like the half of a small dumbbell in 
the pocket when fairly well filled. In 
London it is the proper thing to carry a 
pigskin owing to the large circulation, 
of sovereigns. It is essential to keep 
the gold and silver separate in order to 
avoid mistakes. 


There are coin cranks as well as pa- 


per money cranks. 
Some years ago 


there lived a litUe, round faced man 
over in the BacK Bay who came Into 
the business district every week day 
morning at precisely 9 o'clock. 
In 


paying bis fare he always passed up a 
bright, new nickel that looked as if It 
had come to him fresh from the mint. 
"Where or how he got them was a mys- 
tery to the conductor, but he finally de- 
cided that bis customer was connect- 
ed with some banking institution and 
that the new money was used to es- 
cape tbe chances of contracting disease 
through the handling of money that 
had been in common use. 


There are auy number of people who 


cannot lA go a new coin without ex- 
periencing a pang. They will hold on 
to a new balf dollar until the last ex- 
tremity. 
Then there are those who 


visit the subtreasury every few days 
and get a pocketful of new 10 cent 
pieces. They experience a special de- 
light in passing them out, as they feel 
that those who receive them will won- 
der "who that man is."—Boston Her- 
ald.

One of the most misleading' arsru- 


r.ietjts of the advocates of woman suf- 
frage is that women need the ballot for 
self defense, especially against unjust 
laws regarding property. But in the 
argument of the New Tork State As- 
sociation opposed to the extension or 
suffrage to women at Albany last year, 
it was shown that liberal legislation 
securing property rights to married wo- 
men preceded the woman suffrage agi- 
tation and was not affected by it. The 
suffrage movement began in 3S4S. Four 
years previous Rhode Island enacted a 
law securing property rights to mar- 
ried women. Similar laws were adopt- 
ed in Connecticut, New Tork, Massa- 
chusetts and Texas in 1848-49, in Maine 
and Alabama in 1850-52, and in. New 
Eampshire, 
Indiana, Wisconsin and 


Iowa, in 1853; and in 1849, Ohio, Maine, 
Indiana and Missouri enacted 
laws 


giving1 married 
women the right to 


their own earnings. But suffrage agi- 
tation had not been dreamed of in these 
widely separated states. These laws 
were not the result of any direct de- 
mand by women, but of a sense of jus- 
tice which has led legislators to remove 
the disabilities under which women 
once labored. These reforms, secured 
without the possession of tho ballot by 
women, show the fallacy of the argu- 
ment that the property-holding woman 
needs the ballot for self-defense.—The 
Remonstrance.

monkey temple at Banares we had 
provided ourselves with popcorn and 
other goodies which wt expected to of- 
fer their holinesses. But the monkeys 
did not give us a chance to do that. 
They snatched the dainties from our 
hands, and w'vien our supplies were ex- 
hausted they amused themselves by 
mimicking us. 


One of our parti?, who had a bacl 


cold, used his handkerchief with con- 
siderable emphasis. Scarcely had he 
replaced his handkerchief iu his pock- 
et when a monkey seized the protrud- 
ing end, pulled it out and gave aa ex- 
cellent imitation of the act. Then, of 
course, some of us had kodaks, and 
after we had taken several pictures 
another personification of impudence 
picked up a little block of wood which 
lay upon the ground and with it took 
several snapshots at us. 


A third ill conducted simian (a vain 


female, who deserted her infant for 
the purpose) grabbed from my shoul- 
ders a red chuddar scarf and in a few 
flying leaps carried it to a lofty mina- 
ret. There she put it on and evidently 
"fancied herself" immensely. But she 
was not allowed to retain her prize. 
In about three minutes at least 40 mon- 
keys had bit a piece of my precious 
chuddar. 


Then our native guide informed me 


that the monkeys were very fond of 
scarfs and that they captured a great 
many on the stone "ghats" near the 
temple while their owners were bath- 
Ing in the river. Perhaps on the prin- 
ciple that "misery loves company" he 
seemed to think his item of news 
ought to console me; but, although the 
"monkeyshines" continued as long as 
we stopped in the temple "compound,"

The Peculiar Llama Which This Cn- 


rious Animal Ejects. 


The cuttlefish are caught in great 


numbers off the Cornwall coast and 
are used as a bait for the conger eel, 
for which this part of the world is cel- 
ebrated. The cuttlefish possesses no 
real mouth, but has a long, cylindrical 
sucker with which it adheres firmly to 
the bait. The method of capturing the 
fish is as follows: A long line from 
which are suspended from 200 to 300 
hooks baited with portions of pilchards 
(almost the only bait the cuttlefish will 
take) is let clown into the sea and al- 
lowed to stop there for about half an 
hour. It is then drawn up, and the 
cuttlefish are found hanging by means 
of their suckers tb the bait. 


The moment that they leave the wa- 


ters they eject with considerable force 
a great quantity of deep, black, viscous 
substance which is about the consisten- 
cy of treacle, and the stain made by it 
upon the clothes of the fishermen is 
permanent if it happens to, fall upon 
them. 


I had a conversation with one man 


who has several times received a full 
charge in his face, and he assured me 
that beyond the smell, which is most 
nauseous, he felt no inconvenience at 
all, no smarting or pain in his eyes and 
no bad after effects. 


If any of the liquid gets upon the 


nets, it rots them beyond repair un- 
less it is washed off immediately. An- 
other curious fact is that this fluid 
will not injure cloth in the slightest 
degree beyond making a permanent 
stain. One man told me that be had 
used a jersey for several years which 
had been squirted all over at different 
times by these cephalopods, but that 
except for the cloth being stained it 
was as good as ever. 


When this "ink" Is.ejected under wa- 


ter, it hangs in a sort of cloud and does 
not spread.—London Leader. 


THE CYNIC. 


bnnserons Point 
on the 
Tngela 


Wliere Warreu's Men Crossed. 


The region of Potgieter's drift, where 


General Warren's men crossed and re- 
crossed the Tugela river, is one of par- 
ticular danger and for offensive move- 
ments the most unfavorable in the 
whole of Natal, says the New York 
Commercial 'Advertiser. 
The road 


•which leads clown to the river is so ex- 
ceedingly steep that the traveler has 
no idea that a river is there at all. 
Very often the banks of the rivers 
there are much higher, close to the 
edge, than the ground farther away 
and thus form a kind of natural dike, 
but when the river is particularly swol- 
len it rises above those dikes, and as 
it falls it deposits the sand and mud it 
has washed down on the banks, thus 
further increasing their height. 


On approaching the river, therefore, 


instead, as one would expect, of hav- 
ing to pass over more rising ground, 
one sees oneself, to one's horror, be- 
fore a steep, stony road, which sudden- 
ly yawns in front, so that the only 
thing is to pull up the horses and put 
the drag on the wheels. There Is no 
going back. To have to pass through 
the ford on a dark night makes the 
pulse of an otherwise brave man beat 
higher. Twelve yards below a stream 
half the breadth of the Rhine rushes 
along with an uncanny swiftness. Com- 
pared with that stream ordinary' Eu- 
ropean rivers are harmless. 


Those who know this drift are guid- 


ed by day by marks on certain large 
rocks on the banks, showing the height 
of the water. At night inquiries about 
the waters are made of the Kaffirs liv- 
ing on the northern banks or at Pot- 
gieter's farm, on the southern bank. 
In the bed of the river itself bowlders, 
large and small, lie in the way, and 
one only knows of their presence by 
the vehicle passing ov«r them. 
You 


cannot see them In this clay colored 
water. The road through Is not direct 
between one side and the other, but 
forms a curve toward the source of 
the river. Woe betide those who dare 
to cross this ford doubtful about the 
state of the water. The current would 
sweep away carriage and horses. 


Above the ford the Tugela forms a 


semicircle of some hundred yards in 
diameter, in which lies a rocky hill, 
inhabited by Kaffirs. That hill is the 
only knoll on the north bank near the 
river. 
The land here rises gradually 


with the road to Ladysmith. There is 
no cover here for attacking troops, 
with the exception of the Insignificant 
water courses, which run alongside 
the road and cross it here and there. 
The only protection would be the 
above mentioned kopje, unless, indeed, 
all its slopes could be got under fire 
from other parts of the northern bank 
of the much w'nding; river.

Once Broke 


Through n Large Band °" Kafflr*. 
Bow He Saved Jameaon'a Command 
From Kaffir* by FI rework!. 
Henry Chetworth of San Frauelsco 


was speaking recently of the Boer war 
at the Waldorf-Astoria, aud in the 
course of his remarks he said to a New 
York Tribune reporter: "I noted the 
other day in the newspapers that Fred- 
erick R. Burnham, in response .to a re- 
quest on the part of the English gov- 
ernment, is now on his way to South 
Africa to act as scout for Lord Rob- 
erts, on whose staff he will be. 


"For iron nerve, coolness in the face 


of imminent danger and fertility of re- 
source in extricating himself from diffi- 
cult and well nigh impossible positions, 
Burnhum's name stands at the head of 
the list of men who have fought the 
different savage races in the course of 
the settlement of South Africa. Orig- 
inally from southern California, Burn- 
ham early drifted to Nevada and later 
to New Mexico, where he engaged in 
Indian scouting, an experience that 
was of infinite value to him when pit- 
ted against the South African savages. 
When Dr. Jameson went into Mata- 
beleland and conquered the Matabeles, 
about 1894, it was Burnham who sav- 
ed the little command of 1,000 men 
from extermination and made that 
conquest possible. 


"Jameson had made his laager for 


the night—a laager consists of all the 
wagons arranged in a circle, in the 
center of which the1 cattle are grouped 
and the defenders shoot at the enemy 
from underneath the wagons—when 
Burnham and another scout named 
Ingham came in and reported that tho 
Kaffirs to the number of 20,000, under 
the command of Lobengula, were sur- 
rounding them, and that in the attack 
•which would follow Jameson's laager 
would be overcome and wiped out of 
existence from sheer-force of numbers. 
The situation was desperate, the laa- 
ger could not then be changed and noth- 
ing seemed left but to put,up the best 
fight they could, albeit a hopeless onp. 


"Burnham, however, went to Jame- 


son and, saying that there might still 
be a chance if Lobengula's force could 
be divided, asked him for all the blue 
fire, skyrockets and explosives for siff 
naling purposes that could be spare'l. 
A wagon was then drawn back, and 
through this opening Burnham and 
Ingham rode out. So astounded were 
the savages that they did not open fire, 
and the two men were able to set off 
their fireworks before a hostile move 
was made. Never before had the Kaf- 
•firs seen fireworks, and they broke and 
ran for it in every direction. 
Before 


Lobengula could again, gather an at- 
tacking force the laager was removed 
to an impregnable position and the 
command saved. How Matabeleland 
was later conquered is now a matter of 
history." 


"It seems funny," said Allen Colby, 


who was present, "that a nitiander ot 
eo many years' standing as Chetworth 
should in telling you a story illustra- 
tive of Burnham miss the most famona 
act of his life and one that has fcr this 
last year been daily re-enacted at the 
great Kaffir show in London. 
When 


Lobengula again became troublesome, 
the English placed a price on his head, 
and in an effort to secure him Majsi 
Wilson, with ji little band of 30, vv-enl 
into MatebeleTand. Just after crossing 
the Zambezi river they fell into a trap 
and found themselves surrounded by 
at least 7,000 Kaffirs. Without imme- 
diate assistance the end was at hand, 
as every man there knew. 


"Across the Zambezi and some dis- 


tance away was another British force. 
Burnharc" and Ingham were Wilson's 
scouts, and !hey offered to make the 
attempt to break through. Shortly aft- 
er the start, Uowever, they were sur- 
rounded, but Burnham, recognizing tha 
chief in command, rode up and, cover- 
ing him with his rifle, ordered him un- 
der penajty of instant death to do them 
no harm. 
Holding the chief at the 


point of his gun while Ingham covered 
his rear, the trio made their way to the 
Zambezi, 
every 
warrior 
remaining 


where he was for fear of bringing 
about the death of his chief. They then 
turned the chief loose and after swim- 
ming the river in safety came up with 
the other British force. 
The com 


manding officer refused to go to Wil- 
son's aid on the ground that his men 
were then engaged with the Zulus. 
The next day a Kaffir runner brought in 
•word that, like Ouster's force at Little 
Big Horn, Wilson's command had been 
exterminated. 


"Just after the Jameson raid fiasco 


the Matabelfs again broke out. Lo- 
bengula was by this time dead, and 
the British were at their -wits' end to 
find out who was leading them. A cap- 
tured Kaffir finally told them that it 
was a witch doctor who was directing 
their movements. Burnham was asked 
to try and locate and, if possible, cap- 
ture him. Speaking Kaffir perfectly, 
he was able to pick up information 
and at last heard of a fire dance that 
was to be held on a certain night in 
front of the cave in which the witch 
doctor lived. After waiting for some 
time in the shadows he saw his man 
advance from the cave, whereupon he 
rode rapidly into the crowd and, pis- 
toling the witch doctor, swung his body 
on the cruppef of his saddle and In the 
confusion that ensued managed to es- 
cape under c^ver of the night.

ton has received information of such a 
reliable character from our naval at- 
tache at Paris that the department is 
satisfied that the remains of Paul 
•Jones, the Revolutionary naval hero, 
have been located. The credit of dis- 
covering the burial place is due to M. 
A, de Eicaudy, a French antiquary 
and editor of L'Bcho du Public. He 
took up the work of discovering the lo- 
cation of Commodore Jones' grave aft- 
er "Le Commission dn Vleui Pa -is" 
bad failed and, according to the in- 
formation received by the navy depart- 
ment, has succeeded In locating the 
remains with a fair degree of certainty 
in a former Protestant cemetery which 
was sold in 1804 and is now occupied 
as private property. 


M. de Bicaudy has made a- prelimi- 


nary report on the subject to the Unit- 
ed States embassador in Paris, a copy 
of which has been furnished to the 
navy department, says the New York 
Sun. From this report it appears to be 
certain that the body of Commodore 
Jones was Interred at the place Indi- 
cated. The cemetery was located at 
the corner of the Rue des Bcluaes St. 
Martin and Rue Grange-aux-Belles. A 
email two story building Is supposed to 
cover the burial spot. The burial reg- 
ister shows that Paul Jones died on 
July 18, 1702, and was burled on July 
20. The exact location of the commo- 
dore's grave is unknown, although M. 
de Ricaudy holds that 11; is ascertaina- 
hle within narrow limits and that there 
would be a possibility, though only a 
possibility, of the identification of the 
remains. In his report M. de Ricaudy 
says: 


"It appears that long before 1792 


they had been compelled to bury their 
categories of death -,n the courtyard, 
and Paul Jones' being one of the lat- 
est Interments it is probable that his 
remains are not far from the entrance 
door, the place most likely to have 
been used for the latest bnrials, but 
thU la merely a hypothesis. The cem- 
etery of the Rue Grange-aux-Belles 
was officially closed on Jan. 1. 1793,

Two Inviting; On«« Have Been Laid

The bureau of engraving and print- 


ing at Washington IB at work upon a 
new issue of notes. The plates for the 
$1 and ?2 denominations having been 
completed asid the notes issued, the en- 
gravers are now at work upon the $5 
plate and will take up the $10 plate 
within a few days. It will be five ct 
six months before either will be ready 
for USP, says the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Record. The 
$20, $50, $100, $500 and $1,000 plates 
will be taken up in turn and will re- 
quire several years to complete. The 
new plates are being prepared by the 
regular engravers of the bui-eati with- 
out assistance, and they can devote to 
them only such time as can be spared 
from their ragular duties. 


Before work upon the new plates 


was commenced a design was adopted 
which will be followed in the entire 
government issue of money. The plates 
now in hand are intended for the sil- 
ver notes, and duplicates with the nec- 
essary changes in wording to suit the 
character of the government obligation 
will be prepared for the treasury and 
United Status notes. A distinguishing 
mark will be the difference in the col- 
or of the treasury seal, that oa the 
silver certificates being blue, while 
brown and red will probably be used 
for the treasury and United States notes 
respectively. 
Great care will be used 


in preparing the new plates to weave 
in details and lathework, so as to make 
counterfeiting difficult, but the gov- 
ernment will attempt to protect the 
people against that crime more by the 
s^posure of unusually large surfaces 
of the silk fiber paper, which cannot bo 
Imitated, rather than by artistic work- 
manship of the engravers. 


The new • $5 certificate will present 


as the central figure a magnificent type 
of the Indian chief in full feathers. A 
large "V," with the word "Five" arched 
through it, will also be used. The new 
$10 note will t>how a battleship under 
full headway. Worked into the border 
on one side will be a vignette of De- 
catur, while on the other will appeal 
one of Commodore Bainbrldge. The 
back of the new $10 certificate will be 
a departure from all previous designs 
on paper currency and will represent 
an arcade, consisting of three open 
arches, supported at either end bj 
Corinthian columns. 
The two side 


arches will be left blank to expose the 
silk fiber. In the central arch will ap- 
pear a delicate engraved female figure 
typifying.Progress. She holds aloft a 
flaming torch, while in the background 
the world rolls in her path.

ing held the boiling water for some 
time, the burns were deeve-r.

burns were such as to require medical 
attention. 


Mrs. Farrer said on the stand that
